Atlanta has won her fight for one 
of the divisional army training camps, 
under the new ‘conscription law just 
signed by President Woodrow Wilson. 
Official announcement to this effect 
was made yesterday by the war depart- 
ment at Washington, and the report 
was confirmed last night by Major 
General Wood, who stopped in Au- 
gusta for several hours while en route 
to Atlanta for the flag-raising cere- 
mony and big parade here this after- 
noon. 

There are thirty-two camps to be 
established in the United States, twelve 
of them to be located in the department 
of the southeast, which is under the 
command of General Wood. Only five 
locations have so far been announced, 
the other four being at Augusta, Ga., 
Ayre, Mass., El Paso, Teras, and Amer- 
-jean Lake, Texas. 

According to prominent Atlantans, 
who have been in charge of the cam- 
paign to secure the location of the 
camp in this city, there will be at least 
two divisions to be trained here, which 
will mean in the neighborhood of 50,- 
000 men. 

Means Much fer Atlanta. 


That the location of one of the divi- 
sional army training camps here means 
more for the growth of the city and the 
re-establishment of real estate values 
than anything that has happened in 
its history, is the consensus of promi- 
nent citizens interviewed on the sub- 
ject. 

They are also agreed that Atlantans 
scarcely realize the magnitude of the 
task that will be imposed upon the city 
in providing for the needs of the vast 
number of men in uniform. that will 
be quartered in this vicintiy. 

“It will mean the doubling of the 
population of this city in @ very short 
time,” declared Mayor Candler. “Every 
energy and resource of our people will 
be called into play to make room for 
them. Of course, the camp will not 
be located in town, but will form a 
city in itself at some distance from it, 
but the enormous quantities of supplies 
needed will be handled here and the sol- 
diers will spend their pay with our 
merchants and business men.”

Mr. Candler said that no selection had 
been made as yet among the various 
camp sites proposed. He had already 
taken up the matter of water supply 
with the superintendent of the water-

There was talk in army circles tonight 
of the possibility that a way would be 
found to use the former president's 
services in another way, but official 
comment on the subject was lacking. 


Wilson’s Statement. 
The president’s statement follows: 


“I shall not avails myself, at any 
rate at the present stage of the war, of 
the authorization conferred by the act 
to organize volunteer divisions. To do 
so would seriously interfere with the 
carrying of the chief and most immedi- 
ately 1 purpose contemplated 
by this legislation: The prompt crea- 
tion and early use of an effective army 
and would contribute practically noth- 
ing to the effective strength of the 
armies now en bey against Germany. 

J understan t the section of this 
act which authorizes the creation of 
volunteer divisions in addition to the 
draft was added with a view to provid- 
ing an independent command for 
Roosevelt and giving the military au- 
thorities an opportunity to use his fine 
vigor and enthusiasm in recruiting the 
forces now at the western front. It 
would be very agreeable to me to pay 
Mr. Roosevelt this compliment and the | 
allies the compliment of rennin.

General Pershing 
and. staff will precede the troops 
abroad. 

“It is requested that no details or 
speculation with regard to mobiliza- 
tion of this command, dates of depart- 
ure or other items be carried by the 
press other than official bulletins given 
out by the war department relating 
thereto.” 

General Pershing has been in Wash- 
ington some days. He was personally 
summoned by Secretary Baker from 
the southern department which was un- 


der his command until tonight’s order 
was issued.

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Jury, After Deliberating 


Only Six Minutes, Finds 
Defendant Not Guilty of 
T. B. Ashford's Death. 


A verdict of acquittal” was returned 
in less than six minutes after the jury 
had retired in the trial of George 
Powell, charged with the murder of 
Thomas B. Ashford last December. 
The jury left the court room to de- 
liberate 3:05 o'clock. By 3:11 it had 
returned to its box with the verdict. 
The defendant was besieged by friends 
who grasped his hand in congratula- 
tion. 

The Powell case has been on trial be- 
fore Judge Ben Hill in the criminal 
division ‘of superior court since last 
Monday. ‘It was contended by the state 
that the defendant and Ashford had 
an altercation in the Folsom hotel on 
the night Ashford was found dead with 
a huge wound in his head at Fourteenth 
and Peachtree streets. 

Powell admitted striking a man at 
the Folsom, but denied it was Ash- 
ford. Other witnesses testified, how- 
ever, that his antagonist was Ashford. 
Expert witnesses swore, though, that 
Ashford must have received the fatal 
blow at the spot where he was dis-. 
covered, as it would have been impos- 
sible for him to have traveled from 
downtown Atlanta to Fourteenth street 
with such a wound. 

The evidence was concluded before 
noon Friday. Arguments were pre- 
sented by Reuben R. Arnold and Wal- 
ter A. Sims, for the defense, and by 
Judge R. B. Russell and John A. Boy- 


kin, for the state.

BRITISH CRUISER SUNK, 
ACCORDING TO VIENNA. 


Vienna, May 18.—(Via London.)—A 
British cruiser was sunk during an en- 
gagement with English, French and 
Italian vessels after an Austrian naval 
detachment had made a successful raid 
in the Strait of Otranto, on the south- 
ern coast of Italy, according to an of- 
ficial announcement made tonight by 
the admiralty. Italian destroyers, 
three merchantmen and 20 armed guard 
vessels, the statement adds, became 
victims” of the Austrian raid. 

A German submarine co-operated 
with the Austrian forces, which are 
said to have returned to port with 
small loss of life and little damage. 
The statement follows: 

“On Monday night a detachment of 
our light sea forces, undertook a suc- 
cessful enterprise in the Otranto roads, 
in which Italian destroyers, three mer- 
chantmen and 20 armed guard vessels 
became victims. Seventy-two English- 
men of the crews of the guard vessels 
‘were captured. 

“While returning our units had a 
number of fierce engagements with 
superior enemy forces, in which the 
enémy, composed of English, French 
and Italian vessels, suffered consider- 
able damage. On two enemy destroy- 
ers conflagrations were observed. 

“Participation in the fight by enemy 
submarines and airmen was unsuccess- 
ful, while, on the other hand, our sea- 
planes participated splendidly in the 
fighting. They each obtained one hit | 
on two enemy cruisers and effectively 
combatted hostile submarines. Our 
units returned in full number with 
small human losses and damages. 

“In brilliant co-operation with our 
naval forces a German submarine sank, 
by a torpedo-hit, an English cruiser 
with four funnels.”

Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson,

and municipalities therein, to perform 
certain duties in the execution of the 
foregoing law, which duties will be 
communieated to them directly in reg- 
ulations of even date herewith.

Returns to Comptroller 
General and Reports to 
Tax Commissioner. 


Georgia's property values will show 
a healthy increase this year over last, 
in spite of the war, according to returns 
made to Comptroller General William 
A. Wright, and feports received from 
several counties by Judge John C. Hart, 
state tax commissioner. 

In answer to inquiry sent out by 
Judge Hart to 30 counties, replies in- 
dicate that in at least 25 of these coun- 
ties there will be no decrease in values 
returned, while in 19 there will be in- 
creases of from 5 to 10 per cent. 

A compilation of corporation tax re- 
turns in the office of the comptroller 
general shows an increase of general 
taxable values, over last year, of $4,- 
077,076, which will mean an increased 
amount of money for the state of about 
$20,000, for the counties of about $30,- 
000, and for the cities of about $40,000 
over last year from this one source 
alone.

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GENERAL WOOD IN ATLANTA. 

Major General Leonard Wood, com- 
mander of the department of the southeast, 
United States army, will be Atlanta's guest 
of honor today. 

The great military commander will be 
here incidental to a tour of inspection over 
his department, of which Fort McPherson 
is an important post, and will address the 
people of Atlanta and participate in the flag- 
raising ceremonies at Five Points this after- 
noon, reviewing the military parade to be 
held in his honor. 

This is a rare occasion upon which At- 
lanta may give visual demonstration of its 
patriotism and loyalty, and upon which to 
*show deference to, respect for and to honor 
a great soldier and a rare type of man. 

When Major General Wood was trans- 
ferred from command of the department of 
the east to that of the department of the 
southeast a great many people, especially 
within the department of the east, treated 
it as a demotion, in that he was relieved 
from what was then the most important 
army divisions of the country. 

This sentiment is typically. expressed in 
the closing paragraphs of the splendid trib- 
ute to General Wood in The Outlook, repro- 
duced in another column of this page. 

The command A Governor's island has 
traditionally been ‘considered the foremost 
integral divisional command in the United 
States army. 

Now, however, the reason of the transfer 
of General Wood to the department of the 
southeast becomes clearer, as our war prep- 
arations advance, and instead of its having 
been in any nature a demotion, we find that 
he is assigned to what is undoubtedly the 
most important command in the country— 
compared with which that of the department 
of the east becomes secondary. 

The war department has very wisely 
concluded, as it is impossible to bring about 
mobilization of the first draft call of troops 
before fall, to put the larger part of them in 
the south for training, for the. reason that 
they will have here open weather for winter 


work—which they cannot have in the north. } 


Of the thirty-two concentration camps 
contemplated, twelve—or more than one- 
third of the whole—will be in General 
Wood's division. Evidently, therefore, this 
was in view when the war department 
placed General Wood in command of the 
department of the southeast. 

No better selection of a man to diréct 
this tremendous job of preparing for military 
service 264,000 raw recruits, to be concen- 
trated in twelve separate training camps, 
could have been made than Major General 
Leonard Wood, who is rightfully heralded 
today throughout the nation as the “prophet 
of preparedness.” 

It is a splendid thing that this sort of 
man should be placed at the head of this 
vast enterprise, and that the larger part of 
the training of the newly-created army 
should be placed under his direct super- 
vision.

| against. Germany on August 23, 1914—just 


-twenty-six days following Austria's declara- 
tion against Serbia which started the war. 

Since that date she has devoted herself 
to influencing tus ‘direction of affairs in 
China, keeping the Pacific clear of German 
raiders, to the driving of the Germans out of 
their colony in China, ang, presumably at 
least, to the munitioning of Russia, but to 
what extent the world does not know. 

The Tokio government has been back- 
ward throughout the war in two respects: 
In not sending troops to Europe, and in not 
placing her shipping at the disposal of the 
allies. It has risked nothing; but is under- 
stood to have been building—materially 
strengthening both its naval and its military 
arm—and should by now be prepared for the 
supreme test, in either aggressive action or 
in resistance. 

One ‘of the objects sought in the forth- 
coming visit of an official Japanese com- 
mission to Washington is declared to be 
the working out of plans whereby to assure 
greater co-operation on the part of Japan 
and the allies; and this probably contem- 
plates the use of Japanese shipping to aid 
in the transportation of supplies, and per- 
haps men, from the United States to Europe, 
across the Atlantic; and, it may be, too, 
across the Pacific! Why not? 

That the Japanese government has dis- 
patched warships to the U-boat zone, as is 
reported, may be taken as the forerunner of 
precisely such an enterprise. 

Japan has a powerful navy, and it would 
seem to the layman that. the combined 
navies of the nations arrayed against the 
central powers ought to be able to solve the 
U-boat or any other marine problem with 
dispatch, but all of them combined can never 
do it lying at anchor. 

As to troops, a good strong, seasoned and 
well-equipped force of Japanese soldiers 
would be mighty helpful just now upon 
either the eastern or the western front—an 
idea of how helpful may be gained. by re- 
flection upon Japanese soldiers’ past per- 
formances in war. 

There is no valid reason apparent why, 
so long as Japan stands as a belligerent, she 
should not bear her share of the brunt of 
the war, and take a place commensurate 
with her power. Too, there is nothing like 


bleeding in a common cause to draw people | 


or nations closer together in friendship; 
and for that reason alone, if for no other, 
the United States should welcome the Japa- 
nese hat in the ring, Japanese warships in 
the danger zone and Japanese troops on the 
firing line. 

All in all, with Japan burning gunpowder, 
the horizon looks brighter. 


PATCHED AND PASSABLE. 


In response to a general clamor—in which 
The Constitution took a leading part—for 
needed improvement in the paving on Peach- 
tree-Whitehall streets, the main bisecting 
artery of Atlanta, Mayor Candler early in his 
administration took the position that the 
pavement in question could be patched so as 
to last for a few years, to save the expense 
of immediate repaving. 

Commissioner of Public Works Collier 
took hold of the work accordingly, and he 
has undoubtedly made a splendid showing— 
vindicating the wisdom and foresight of the 
mayor. 

A few months ago these two streets— 
forming a continuous dividing thoroughfare 
through the city—were full of holes and in 
places almost impassable. / 

Now, after having been ‘patched, the 
Peachtree-Whitehall thoroughfare, from one 
end to the other, is no longer impassable 
anywhere, but on the other hand is in fairly 
good surface condition all the way through. 
A little more attention would put the whole 
avenue in fairly good condition. If the re- 
pair work is properly kept up this main 
artery could no doubt be kept in serviceable 
condition for some years to come. 

All of which is indicative of the wisdom 
and importance of Commissioner Collier’s 
urgent entreaty with council to give him 
more adequate repair equipment. 

In other -vords, it is necessary that pav- 
ing repair work be done upon all of the 
paved streets—as it is neeied—concurrently; 
which is impossible with only one repair 
outfit. Wa 
A complete repair outfit can be purchased 
for approximately $3,000. 

We ought to have at least three gairg 
all of the time; we have but one. 0 

The city council can make no wiser in- 
vestment, one which could save more money 
to the taxpaycrs of Atlanta, than to make 
provision accordingly in the June finance 
sheet. 

The administration has shown what can 
be done in the way of pavement-saving and 
the forestalling of repaving bills. It has 
demonstrated that preparedness to make 
repairs means a direct saving of money. 

It has demonstrated tha? the department 
of public works should be so equipped that 
the moment a break in the pavement ap- 
pears, even though it be no bigger than a 
man's hand, a street repair gang should 
immediately repair it, at a cost of a few 
cents. 
very soon the cost of repairing that same 
hole: becomes, not a matter of cents, but of 
dollars, and perhaps the ruination of ty 
whole street. 

Here is a very simple, comparatively in- 
expensive, means by which the council can 
effect an economy. that will mean a great 
saving to Atlanta. 
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And some consider that doing their bit 
is in telling the hired home gardener what 
they don’t know about anything in partic- 
Nur.

LEONARD Woob 
R AND CITIZEN 


(From The Outlook, May 9.) 

It was a warm September day in the foot- 
hills.of the Adirondacks. Over a back coun- 
try road that wound through rocky pastures 
and wooded slopes a battalion of Plattshurg 
rookies were fighting a rear-guard action 
against a troop of pursuing cavalry. 
morning had been spent in a series of deploy- 
ments and withdrawals. And dinner and camp 
were, like Sheridan at Cedar Creek, Still 
“miles away.” 

In one of the companies which had fallen 
out beside the road to permit an officially 
decimated company to march through to 
safety there was a rookie whose object in 
coming to Plattsburg had never been dis- 
covered by his fellow-soldiers. He had neither 
the attitude of mind nor the spirit of a 
Plattsburg man. Yet it is to be recorded that 
he paid to General Leonard Wood one of the 
most convincing tributes that perhaps that 
soldier has ever received. _ 

“I have been studyin’ the General,” he 


‘said, between intervals of mopping his brow, 


“ever since I came to this fool place. I have 
heard him talk and I have heard you fellows 
talk about him. Now I always have said 
that no one ever does anything in this life 
except for what he can get out of it. So I 
have been lookin’ to see what General Wood 
is goin’ to get out of this preparedness game 
he has been workin’ for so hard. And I sure 
have been puzzled.” There was a pause in his 
soliloquy, and then he added: “He can’t get 
any more pay, he can’t get any more rank. 
By thunder, I have almost come to the con- 
clusion that he is doin' it for his country!” 
A few minutes later the company ‘was on 
the march, and, coming over a little rise in 
the road, it found Major General Leonard 
Wood, the ranking officer of the United 
States army, standirig beside a little clump 
of trees, his searching eyes riveted on the 
little column marching by at attention. 
Those Plattsburg rookies on that back 
country road were the embodiment of a vision 
for which Leonard Wood has sacrificed more 
than this country has yet realized, and a 
tangible symbol of the unforgetable debt 
Which this slow nation of ours Owes to the

courageous and xrdiit-Petoned ‘ofticet at the 
head of its army. 

The service which Leonard Wood has ren- 
dered his country is more than that of the 
trained soldier who points out that our 
shores are defenseless and our citizenry: with- 
out adequate weapons. General Wood did 
this, and at a time when the officer who ad- 
vocated any real preparedness did so at 
the risk of official disapproval. But Leonard 
Wood’s service was not limited to the func- 
tion of the fearless red-tape-cutting: soldier. 
His has been the service of a statesman who 
not only has the courage to criticise, but also 
the vision to construct. n 

While other men were arguing that an 
increased regular army or a federalized guard 
or a system of volunteer training Would suf- 
fice, Leonard Wood went up and down. the 
land preaching the democratic principle of 
universal obligatory training by à process 
which he himself had proved out by prac- 
tical experience in the rolling hills and val- 
leys of northern New York. The prophet of 
a democratic military system, in these later 
days. he has had the proud satisfaction of 
watching his country turning in the time of 
its peril toward the ideal which he has 
long and so bravely upheld. All the reward 
which ‘he has asked has been the privilege 


‘of serving his country, and less than this re- 


ward he has received. 

The portrait of General Wood published 
in dur illustrated section and this editorial 
will reach our readers shortly after General 
Wood arrives at.the post to which he has 
been now assigned—the command of the new- 
ly created southeastern department. As a 
military post his new command is perhaps 
the least important to which any soldier of 
his rank could have been detailed. Despite 
this fact, in his new post there does remain 
for General Wood an opportunity of carrying 
his vision of the American citizen-soldier of 
the future into a new and fertile field. We 
believe that the south will give the fullest 


recognition to this man and his message. 

The sons of those who knew at first hand 
the soldierly ideals of Robert E. Lee should 
be quick to respond to rae appealing vision 
of Leonard Wood.

McCord Receives Notice of 
Third Issue of Short Time 
Treasury Notes—Southern 
Bell Offers to Aid. 


Governor Joseph A. McCord, of the 
Atianta Federal Reserve bank, Friday 
received notice from the United States 
treasury department of the third issue 
of short time treasury’ certificates, 
which issue, it is announced, will bear 
interest at an increase of K per cent 
over the rate of the two previous is- 
sues. Governor McCord Friday night 
sent out notices of the third issue to 
the member banks of the Atlanta fed- 
eral reserve bank. 

The third issue, which is for $200,- 
000,000, will bear interest at the rate 
of 2% per cent, the increase of 
% per cent being made to aid out- 
side investors who will later buy the 
‘lTAberty Loan” bonds. This issue of 
treasury certificates, as is the case of 
the former issues, ‘may be exchanged 
for the “liberty Loan” bonds, when 
the bonds are issued. . 

The third issue will be issued May 
25 and will be due July 30. The issue 
just announced makes a total of $700,- 


000,000. 

The educational campaign for the 
“Liberty Loan“ was given a big boost 
when the Southern Bell Telephone com- 
pany Friday advised M. B. Wellborn, 


chairman of the federal reserve bank 
of Atlanta, that their contracted ad- 
vertising space in ey daily newspa- 

rs published in 26 cities located with- 
“ the territory covered by the federal 
reserve bank will be placed at the dis- 
posal of the bank for advertising the 
‘Liberty Loan bond issue from now 
until June 15, 1917, without cost to 
the bank. 

He stated that in addition to the ad- 
wertising space contribution, the South- 
ern Bell Telephone company advise 
they will subscribe to $5,000,000 Lib- 
erty Loan bonds, and they expect their 
employees to subscribe in an equal 
amount. 

Governor McCord announced that he 
has been notified that all national 
banks which turn in as much as $100,- 

in subscriptions to the “Liberty 
Loan” may be designated as deposi- 
tories for the fund, if they desire. While 
it is not yet absolutely clear, Governor 
McCord believes that this privilege will 
also be extended to state banks and 
trust companies, 

Governor, McCord is bending every 
energy toward the successful sale of 
the “Liberty Loan”. bonds in the At- 
lanta district, and, on account of this 
and other work, has found it impossi- 
ble to go to New Orleans for the regu- 
lar monthly meeting of the directors 
of the Atlanta Federal Reserve bahk, 
which will be held there Saturday in- 
stead of in Atlanta.

“But the payroll of the soldiers will 
be scattered broadcast among the small- 
er merchants and business men and 
there is hardly an individual in the 
community that will not be a direct 
beneficiary. This payroll, at the in- 
creased rate authorized by congress, 
will be upwards of a million and a half 
per month, that is, it will exceed the 
entire present payroll of Birmingham. 


Camp Will Be Permanent. 


J believe that the camp will, in all

will become a cantonment for training 
troops as was contemplated ag oy ae 
declaration of war. Certainly this 11 
de the case if the principle of univer- 
sal service is adopted, as seems likely, 
In any event, it will be kept up to full 
strength for the duration of the war, 
new drafts replacing the old as rapidly 
as they are trained and sent away to 
the war fronts. 

The soldiers we get will be our own 
southern boys, under draft system, and 
they will be of the best character, be- 
ing drawn from all classes of our peo- 
ple, sons of millionaires and poor fam- 
ilies alike. 

“There is a false idea-prevalent among 
some of our people that the location of 
a big training ¢amp here will boost 
the price of provisions, particularly of 
green stuffs locally. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. The govern- 
ment will buy what it needs in the 
cheapest market, wherever that may be. 
I do not say that p ay not rise, 
but they would be 2 as high in At- 
lanta, if the camp were located in Kan- 
sas City as if it were located here. 

We already have the quartermas- 
ter’s supply depot for the entire south- 
east in Atlanta and that means that an 
enormous amount of equipment and 
provisions will be purchased and han- 
dled here. With two divisions of infan- 
try, a total of 7,659 horses and mules 
will be needed. ‘There will be 3,110 
riding horses, 1,384 draft horses, 151 
riding mules, 2,738 draft mules and 276 
pack mules. All these animals must be 
fed here in additton to the men. 

“Then both men and animals will 
have to be supplied with equipment, 
as they will be new drafts and must be 
equipped with all that they need de 
novo.“

Draft Measure Pröposed to 
Parliament to Raise Im- 
mediately at Least 50,000 
Men to Make Good Wast- 
age in France. ak 


Ottawa, May 18. Compulsory mili- 
tary service on a selective basis to raise 
immediately at least 50,000 and prob- 
ably 100,000 men to make good the 
wastage in the Canadian army corps in 
France, was proposed to parliament 
late today by Sir Robert Borden, the 
premierx who returned from England 
last Tuesday. : 

The prime minister declared that 
every man in the country had been giv- 
en the opportunity under the voluntary 
enlistment plan to do his duty to the 
country and to the cause. ~ Under this 
plan Canada had done well, he said. 
There had been dispatched 326,000 men 
for the Canadian forces across the At- 
lantic. Including British, French and 
other reservists, not less than 360.000 
men had gone from Canada for overseas 
military service. 

But more were’ needed, Sir Robert 
announced. The prime minister said 
that the message he brought back from 
the Canadians who had held the Ger- 
mans at Ypres and beaten them from 
Vimy ridge, was that they must be 
supported and their losses made good. 
“I have promised them that support,” 
said Sir Robert. Welt is, therefore, my 
duty to announce that we shall bring 
down a measure providing for compul- 
sory military enlistment on a selective 
basis and under that plan we shall 
raise not less than 50,000 and probably 
100,000 men“ 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier. tife opposition 
leader, declared that Canada must re- 
main in the war to the end and that 
there must be provision made to enable 
her to do so. As to the measure which 
the premier had announced, Sir Wilfrid 
said, when it was laid ‘before parlia- 
ment in detail it would receive from 
the opposition full and fair consider- 
ation. a 

The’ announcement of compulsory 
service was received. with applause 
from both sides of the chamber.

The federal department of commerce 
is working, with fair prospects of suc- 
cess, upon making 1,500,000 No. 3 cans 
available tor general use in south Geor- 
gia at once. 4 es: : 

Plenty of cans will be available for 
use in Georgia after September 1. 

The foregoing sums up the prospects 
for relief from the shortage of cans in 
Georgia, according to information ob- 
tained from Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture J. J. Brown, who. Friday returned 
from Washington where he conferred 
with the United States departmental 
bureaus in regard to obtaining cans 
in which Georgia. .farmers may pre- 
serve their perishable vegetables, fruit 
and other food crops, — , 

Commissioner Brown stated that he 
went thoroughly into the can situation, 
which he regards as acute, with several 
re- 
sults already stated. 

Dr. Knapp Promises Supply. 

Dr. Bradford Knapp. of the federal 
bureau of farm extension work, Com- 
missioner Brown said, promised that 
enough cans would be made available 
at once for the needs of the Girls' Can- 
ning clubs of Georgia. The matter 
of securing cans for the canning clubs 
is being handled in Georgia by J. Phil 
Campbell, federal director of farm ex- 
tension work of Georgia at Athens, 
Geor gia. 3 

C. J. Carter, of the federal depart- 
ment of commerce, is working on the 
arrangement to secure cans for use in 
south Georgia. He has prospects of 
obtaining 1,500,000 No, 3 cans, and will 
know definitely within the next few 
days whether or not he can secure these 
cans. : 

These 1,500,000 cans, if available, it is 
stated, will have to be quoted at a rath- 
er high figure, on account of the mar- 
ket condition. The Price to be asked 
will perhaps be not less than $42.50 per 
thousand. Use of these cans will be 
restricted strictly to the Georgia ter- 
ritory south of Macon, for the reason 
that the vegetablé and berry crops now 
maturing in that section of the state 
will need first attention. 

New Supply by September. 

In Washington Commissioner Brown 
received assurance Mat certainly as 
early as September 1, all the cans which 
will. de needed in Georgia can be had. 
This will take care of late maturing 
crops. 

On account of the prospects for cans 
at that date, Commissioner Brown 
urges that Georgia farmers continue 


to plant food crops, such as corn, beans 
tomatoes and other créps which may 
be canned, just as late as they will ma- 

Realizing the seriousness of the éan 
situation, the state department of ag- 
riculture is now preparing a bulletin 
advising how the condition thus 


brought about can be best met. This 


bulletin will indicate the various sorta 
of containers—glass, jars, etc.—which 


|may be used instead of the standard 
| cans, 


and will give various simple 
recipes by which fruit, vegetables and 
other perishables may be conserved. 
Special attention will also be paid in 
this bulletin to methods of drying per- 
ishable food crops for conservation. 

The department expects to have this 
bulletin ready for publication at -an 
early date. 


Brown Urges Feed Crops. 

“T believe more than ever now in the 
urgent need of southern farmers plant- 
ing food crops,” said Commissioner 
Brown. “I do not believe that many 
people realize. how really serious the 
situation is. I am convinced, 


outcome of the war depends almost 
absolutely upon the production of food 
and feed crops. I mean by that that 
the nation or set of nations which can 
feed its citizens and soldiers longest, is 
going to be the victor in this war. 
The south is blessed with a climate and 
a soil which will permit of the produc- 
tion of vast amounts of food and feed 
crops, and it is the patriotic duty of the 
southern farmer—the Georgia farmer— 
to plant such crops. I cannot urge too 
strongly that our farmers plant more 
food and more food crops.” 

Reports coming in to the office of 
the state department of agriculture 
indicate that one reason for the ad- 
vancing price of food supplies lies not 
with the food speculator in the big 
markets, but right at the doorstep of 
Georgia citizens.

“When we can raise this food right 
at home, instead of going into the mar- 
ket and buying it for months or a year 
ahead, thus running up the price, 1 
think this practice is hardly less culpa- 
ble than the practice of the food spec- 
tlators themselves,” said Commissioner 
Brown. “By all means, the. farmers 
of Georgia should raise their food- 
stuffs. When they buy up these sup- 
plies for long periods ahead, they do 
not solve the problem which is con- 
fronting us. They simply sone’ to run 
up the price and take away from the 
supply for other people who cannot 
produce foodstuffs instead of. adding 
to these supplies. 

“Don’t buy off the market, Georgia 
farmers! Do the patriotic thing!
